murderous works in the very heart of the 
city! 

It was not merely the capture of Peters- 
burg — it means much more— it means 
Kichmond! The defeat of Lee's army! The 
collapse of the great rebellion! 

Very shortly after we came in the streets 
became thronged with regiment after regi- 
ment. The soldiers behaved with marked 
propriety. They quietly tiled on either side 
of the streets, "and the people, timidly at 
tirst hut soon with increasing confidence, 
flocked out, and became engaged >" eager 
confereiiee with our men. Wherever we 
rode cheer after cheer rent the air; and 
Grant with his staff soon coming in we 
joined them and again with him made the 
tour <-f all tbe street*, receiving yells and 
cheers of delight. 

By (Jen. Grant's desire we sent for the 
l.",th Kngiueers and set them at work on the 
bridges which, by the way, were entirely 
.-.m.pleted before night. 

A little later the President arrived and 
rode over town. When I returned from 
the bridges to where lieu, (irant had made 
his temporary headquarters, I found the 
President sealed on the porch ot the house 
nettr Gen. Grant in high good humor. I 
remained there until we ail left town to- 
gether. 

About 1 o'dock the President left for City 
Point, bidding us all good bye with great 
impressiveness. Shortly alter his leaving 
-.-v. ml telegrams arrived, which Captain 
Parker handed to General Grant unopened, 
rha CTunpfl opened first one, glanced at it, 
and laid it down, took up the secoud, open- 
ed it, and at the first glance sprang to his 
saying, "news! news! gentlemen!" 1 
read the di-i-atch aloud. It was lrom 
Weitxel, and as follows: "I entered Rich- 
mond this morning at Klu. I have taken 
man v KBUM The enemy left in great haste, 
fliev fired the i-ity in two places, but I am 
making every exertion to suodue the 
flames. The people received us with en- 
thusiastic demonstrations of joy."

They "did not see if however, and, not 
knowing who he was, replied "No you 
i..n't. .b-hnn.v !"' and shot him, killing him 
nistantlv. This gentleman, who seemed to 
l>e a very respectable and influential man, 
assured me that he saw and recogn.zeil the 
body. I have since seen the fact denied in 
the paper, but cannot but believe it true.

< »ne fact was developed, however, that 
Lee was at the Southwest, as I had already 
supposed. He, doubtless, struck for Burk.s 
ville Sunday afternoon, and on Monday 
Grant and Meade were after him. 1 think 
lie meant to keep on the south side of the 
DM wilU road, bearing southwest, but he 
found Sheridan on his left flank and in ad- 
vance, so he has been forced up to the 
Mfftfc "t IJurksville, and to-day was brought 
bo bay in the bend ol the Appomattox, 
north weal of Amelia Court House.

But, even if he crosses the Appomattox, 
his only defensive position is one cut oil 
from all supplies. Thomas and Stoneman

Kah iph, and Hancock in the valley. Lee 
and the armies of the rebellion in the At- 
lantic States must soon be overwhelmed! 

A curious and magnificent fact is the ab- 
solute loss of all spirit of resistance on the 
pari at 'prisoners. We sent -,800 from the 
lattle ri.-ld, under a guard of forty men. 
Yesterday 2,000 came down here under a 
similar truard. with their own baud play- 
ing at the head of the column! I am told 
thai sixty eaptu'ed field pieces are now on 
the wharf awaiting shipment, and we have 
nnumerahie heavy pieces in the various 
captured works. Their iron-clads and guu- 
.-outs in the James they destroyed. So 
good-bve to the great rebellion ! Itisjo- 
OOaely said here Bail on Monday Mr. Stan-

• * * I have not written before because 
I supposed tnat you would k< t details of 
the operations from the newspapers. 

I have, however, seen some of the news- 
paper accounts, and do not like them, but 
tbiuK I can give you a better idea myself 
of our recent movements. I think I wrote 
you soou after Sheridan arrived here, and 
told you of his starting off on our right. At 
that time we imagined he was going to 
open communication with Sherman. 

Immediately after the capture of Fort 
Stead tnan by the enemy, Sheridan was 
moved off to the left, supported by the 2."ith 
and (ith corps of the Army or the Potomac. 
Our lines held by the 9th corps, south ol 
the Appomattox, ran south westerly about 
in the direction of Dinwiddie. 

Saturday night we were directed to as- 
sault the enemy's works along the whole 
line. I think if was intended only to hold 
them to the defense of his works 'immedi- I 
ately opposite Petersburg, and prevent his 
massing on any one point of our very much ■ 
extended and weakened lines. 

However, Parke assaulted so suddenly ; 
and so vigorously tbat he carried four of ; 
the enemy's for's nearest to Petersburg, j 
and in ten minutes utter the assault was i 
made the enemy's own guns were turned 
upon himself. This feat was most beauti- 
fully accomplished by a company of the 1st 
Connecticut Heavy A rtiHery, Brevet Briga- 
dier General Abbott (Captain EL L. Abbott, 
of the Engineer regulars.) On Sunday 
morning General Parke sent for our com- 
mand, as he thought he would not be able 
to hold these works against the desperate 
assaults of the enemy. We put in our pro- 
visional brigade just' «>8 the enemy had bu<- 
<eeded in driving part of the <uh Corps out 
of Fort Howard, ( rebel ) and that part of the 
line op|K)site Fori Bice and Fort Sedgwick, 
formerly called Fort Hell.) Fort Sedgwick 
W salient, and received its original name 
from the hellish fire it is exposed to. Dur- 
ing all day Sunday this fort would not have 
I •••en tenable ex<*q>t for the numerous trav- 
erses that cut it up into many small (•ham- 
bars. Several officers were killed in this 
fort during the | jy by fragments of mortar 
shells aud by bullets. My horse, staudiug 
in the ditch by the gorge, was struck on the 
foot by a piece o.' shell. We placed the 15th 
regiment New York Engineers aud about 
7-jO dismounted and mounted cavalry in re- 
serve, behind Fort Rice, and we took our 
position in this lort with (ieneral Parke as 
soon as the provisional brigade was dis- 
posed of. 

About 4 P. M. we could see the shells of 
the 6th corps (Wright's), away off on our 
left and evidently much iu advance of our 
own lines, showing that we were steadily 
swinging round to circle the town. Sheri- 
dan and Meade we knew nothing about, 
but felt certain it was all well with them; 
first, because the force the euemy showed 
on our front rendered it eertain that he 
could only take the defensive on the left 
About sundown we anticipated a desperate 
charge and were all ready for it. An hour 
after, all being quiet but the running mus- 
ketry tire from the rifle-pibs, we knew that 
they ha i given up all hopes at that point, 
at least. We felt quite sure that Petersburg 
would be evacuated during the night, aud 
of course anticipated that Richmond would 

necessarily follow. Gen. B and several 

others contended that the enemy would fall 
back within the defenoes of Richmond, and 
I think that Grant would have been pleased 
had he done so. It seemed to me, however, 
that he would be perfectly insane to put 
himself in such a mouse-trap. The moment 
be found tbat be could not hold both the 
Ubmb from Petersburg to Richmond and the 
return as far as Burksville at least he must 
couccntrate all his strength to save the lat- 
ter place. The battle then was to be fought 
by Grant on our extreme left. 

Dun uk the night, however, we received 
notice that an attack was expected on the 
right of Fort Rice, and we were ordered to 
place the 15th New York Engineers and 
dismounted cavalry on the line near Fort 
Haskell. Previously we had ordered them 

to be ready to advance at :) A. M ., as wm ex- I iiie railway". When the bate Franco-Italian 



pecied to find the town evacuated. At 4 A 
M . we were in the saddle, aud, riding over 
to General Wilcox's headquarters, found 
that he had already sent his Indians (Mich- 
gaa) forward, and they had skirmished in- 
to tdwn from the east side. We rode over 
with about HI I cavalry at our heels, and 
entered the towu just as the rising sun was 
tinging the east. Our provisional brigade 
had entered from the south side about as 
the others en*ert*i from the east. We dash- 
ed through the town and down to the river 
to examine the bridges. Tbey had all been 
fired, and had been so carefully made com- 
bustible by tar and sulphur that only one 
bridge, the lower railroad bridge, could be 
entirely saved. Only two spans of this 
were injured, and these near the Peters- 
burg shore, where the trestles were low and 
onlv 20 feet apart. I think there were five 
bridges in all. 

We found a number of pontoon boats of 
curious pattern in the canal, some 60 feet 
above the level of the river. These boats 
are abont 45 feet long, and of course could 
not have been inten :ed for land trausporta-

ica in Congress assembled, That Peter 
f'oojier, William C. Bryant, A. A. Low, S.

Levi Coffin, J. M. Waldon, of Ohio, 
and their successors, are constituted a body 
corporate, in the city of Washington, in the 
District of Columbia, by the name of "The 
Freedman's Savings and Trust Company," 
and by that name may sue and be sued in 
any court of the (Tailed States. 

Se- . 2. -Ind br it further enacted, That 
the persons named in the first section of this 
act shall be the first trustees of the corpora- 
tion, and all vacancies by death, resigna- 
tion, or otherwise, in the office of trustee, 
shall be filled by the board by ballot, with- 
out unnecessary delay, and at least ten 
vote* shall be necessary for the election of 
any trustee. The trustees shall hold a reg- 
ular meeting at least once in each month, 
to receive reports of their officers on the 
affairs of the corporation, and to treOBBOl 
such business as may be necessary; and 
any trustee omitting to attend the regular 
meetings of the board for six months in 
succession, may thereupon be considered 
as having vacated his place, and a successor 
may be elected to fill the same. 

Baa 3. And be it further enacted. That 
I he business of the corporation shall be 
managed and directed by the board of trus- 
tees, who shall elect from their number a 
president aud two vice presidents; and may 
appoint such other officers as tbey may see 
fit: nine of the trustees, of whom the pres- 
ident or one of the vice presidents shall be 
one, shall form a quorum for the transac- 
tion of business at any regular or adjourned 
meeting of the board of trustees; and the 
affirmative vote of at least seven members 
of the board shall be requisite in making 
any order for, or authorizing the investment 
of any moneys, or the sale or transfer of 
any sttx'k or securities belonging to the cor- 
poration, or the appointment of any officer 
receiving any salary therefrom. 

BBC. 4. Aud be it further enacted, That 
the board of trustees of the corporation 
shall have power from time to time to make 
and establish such by-laws and regulations 
as they shall judge proper with regard to 
the elections of officers and their respective 
l unctions, and generally for the manage- 
ment of the affairs of the corporation, pro- 
vided such by-laws aud regulations are not 
repugnant to this act or to the Constitution 
or laws of the United States. 

Sec. B, And be it further enacted, That 
the general business and object of the cor- 
poration hereby created shall be to receive 
on deposit such sums of money as may be 
from time to time offered therefor, by, or 
on behalf of persons heretofore held in sla- 
very in the United States, or their descen- 
dants, aud investing the same In the stocks, 
bonds, treasury notes, or other securities of 
the United States. 

Sei". 0. .dad tV it further enacted, Thai 
it shall be the duty of the trustees of the 
corporation, to invest, as soon as practica- 
ble, in the securities named in the next 
preceding section, all sums received by 
them beyond an available fund, not exceed- 
m>; one-third of the total amount of deposits 
with the corporation, at the discretion ol 
the trustees, which available funds may be 
kept by the trustees to meet current pay- 
ments of the corporation, and may by 
them be left on deposit at interest or other- 
wise, or in such available form as the trus- 
tees may direct. 

Sec. 7. And be it further enacted, That 
the corporation may, under such regula- 
tions as the board of trustees shall from 
time to time prescribe, receive any deposit 
hereby authorized to be receivtd, upon 
such trusts and for such purposes, not con- 
trary to the laws of the United States, as 
may be indicated in writing by the deposi- 
tor ami acknowledged or proved before any 
officer in the civil or military service of the 
United States, the certificate of w hich ac- 
knowledgment or proof shall be indorsed 
on the writing; and the writing so acknowl- 
edged or proved shall accompany such de- 
posit and be tiled among the papers of the 
corporation, and be carefully preserved 
therein, and may be read in evidence in 
any court or before any judicial officer of 
the United States, without further proof; 
and the certificate of acknowledgment or 
proof shall be primu facie evidence only ol 
the one execution of such writing. 

Sec. 8. ^4»id be it further enacted, That 
all sums received ou deposit shall be repaid 
to such depositor when required, at such 
time, with such interest not exceeding 
seven per centum per annum, and under 
such regulations as the board of trustees 
shall, from time to time, prescribe, which 
regulations shall be posted up in some con- 
spicuous place iu the room where the busi- 
ness of the corporation shall be transacted, 
but shall not be altered so as to affect any 
deposit previously made. 

Sec. 9. And be it furtfier enacted, That 
all trusts upon which, and all purposes for 
which any deposit shall be made, and 
which shall be indicated in the writing to 
accompany such deposit, shall be faithfully 
rerformed by the corporation, unless the 
performing of the same is rendered impos- 
sible. 

Sec. 10. And be it further enacted. That 
when any depositor shall die, the funds re- 
maining on deposit with the corporation to 
his creait, and all accumulations thereof, 
shall belong and be paid to the personal 
representatives of such depositor, in case 
he shall have left a last will and testament; 
and in default of a last will and testament, 
or of any person qualifying under a last 
will and testament competent to act as ex- 
ecutor, the corporation shall be entitled, in 
respect to the funds so remaining on de- 
posit to the credit of any such depositor, to 
administration thereon in preference to all 
other persons, aud letters of administration 
shall be granted to the corporation accord- 
ingly in the manner prescribed by law in 
respect to the granting >f letters of admin 
istration, with the will annexed, and in 
cases of intestacy. 

Sbc. 11. .4nd be it further enacted, That in 
the case of the death of any depositor, whose 
deposit shall not be held upon any trust 
created pursuant to the provisions nerein 
before contained, or where it may prove 



the duty of the corporation to make dili- 
gent efforts to ascertain and discover 
whether such deceased depositor has left a 
husband, wife, or children surviving, and 
the corporation shall keep a record of the 
efforts so made, and of the results thereof, 
and in case no person lawfully entitled 
thereto shall be discovered, or shall appear, 
or claim the funds remaining to the credit 
of such depositor before the expiration of 
two years from the death of such depositor, 
it shall be lawful for the corporation to hold 
and invest such funds as a separate trust 
fund, to be applied, with the accumulations 
thereof, to the education and improvement 
of persons heretofore held in slavery, or 
their descendants, being inhabitants of the 
United States, iu such manner aud through 
such agencies as the board of trustees shall 
deem best calculated to effect that object: 
Procidt d, That if any depositor be not 
heard from within five years from the date 
of bis last deposit, the trustees shall adver- 
tise the same in some paper of general cir- 
culation in the State where the principal 
office of the company is established, and 
also at the State where the principal office of 
the company is established, and also in the 
State where the depositor was last heard 
from; and if within two years thereafter 
such depositor shall not appear, nor a hus- 
band, wife, or child of such depositor, to 
claim his deposits, they shall be used by 
the board of trustees as hereiubefore pro- 
vided for in this section. 

Se". 12. And be it further enacted, That 
no president, vice president, trustee, officer, 
or servant of the corporation shall, directly 
or indirectly, borrow the funds of the cor- 
poration or its deposits, or in any manner 
use the same, or any part thereof, except to 
pay necessary expenses, under direction of 
the board of trustees. All certificates [or] 
other evidences of deposit made by the 
proper officers shall be as binding on the 
corporation as if tbey were made under 
their common seal. It shall be the duty of 
the trustees to regulate the rate of interest 
allowed to the depositors, so that they shall 
receive as nearly as may be a rateable pro- 
portion of all the profits of such corpora- 
tion after deducting all necessary expenses: 
Provided, however, That the trustees may 
allow to depositors, to the amount of five 
hundred dollars or upwards, one per cen- 
tum loss than the amount allowed to others: 
And jn-orided, also, Whenever it shall ap- 
pear that, after the payment of the usual 
interest to depositors, there is iu the posses- 
sion of the corporation an excess of profits 
over the liabilities amounting to ten per 
centum upon the deposits, such excess shall 
be invested for the security of the deposi- 
tors in the corporation; and thereafter, at 
each annual examination of the affairs of 
the corporation, any surplus over and above 
such ten per ceutum shall, in addition to 
the usual interest, be divided rateably 
among the deposilors,.in such manner as 
the board of trustees shall direct. 

Sec. IS, ^4nd be it further enacted, That 
whenever any deposit shall bo made by 
any minor, the trustees of the corporation 
may, at their discretion, pay to such depos- 
itor such sums as may be due him, 
although no guardian shall have been ap- 
pointed for such minor, or the guardiau of 
such minor shall not have authorized the 
drawing of the same; and the check, receipt, 
or acquittance of such minor shall be as 
valid as if the same were executed by a 
guardian of such minor, or the minor were 
of full age, if such deposit was made per- 
sonally by such minor. And wheuever 
any deposits shall have been made by 
married women, the trustees may repay 
the same on their own receipts. 

Sec. 14. ^Ind be it further enacted. That 
the trustees shall not, directly or indirectly, 
receive :uiy payment or emolument for 
their services as such, except the President 
and v ce President. 

Skc. 15. And be it further enacted, That 
the President and vice President, the sub- 
ordinate officers and agents of the corpora- 
tion shall respectively give such security 
for their fidelity and good conduct as the 
board of trustees may from time to time re- 
quire, and the board shall fix the salaries 
of such officers and agents. 

Skc. 16. Ayid be it further enacted, That 
the books of the corporation shall, at all 
times during the hours of business, bo open 
for inspection and examination to such 
persons as Congress shall designate or ap- 
point.

LIEUT. OEN. It. S. EWELL. 

This eminent rebel chieftain, who stood 
next to the late Gen. A. P. llill in the esti- 
mation of his commanding (ieneral, was 
torn at Washington in 1820. He entered 
West Point from Virginia, graduated in 
1H45 with Gen. Thomas; served through the 
Mexican war; was brevetted Captain for 
gallantry at Churubusco; fought the In- 
dians in 1S47; in 185$ took command of 
Fort Buchanan in New Mexico, and was 
mjierseded in 1850. When the war broke 
iut, he resigned his commission, and was 
appointed Brigadier General in the provis- 
ional rebel arm)'. He commanded the 2d 
Brigade of Beauregard's army at the first 
battle of Bull Ruu, in which engagement 
he greatly distinguished himself. He was 
fterward detached for duty in the She- 
andoah Valley, and when Stonewall Jack- 
son's command was organized it was as- 
signed to him. It was GemEwell who gave 
Oan. Banks such a chase from Front Royal 
to Harper's Ferry in the spring of 1862, and 
v ho led the attack against him in the fol- 
lowing August, at Cedar Mountain. When 
Pope fell back from the Uapidan, Ewell 
pursued him closely, aud afterward ad- 
vanced under Jackson against Harper's 
Ferry. This division was immediately af- 
terward ongaged in the battle of Antietam, 
where his distinguished services earned for 
bim promotion to the full grade of Major- 
1 ieneral. Fr uu that time to the battle of 
1 'hancellorsville, May, 186.1, he continued 
to command a large division of Jackson's 
Corps. When the latter was wounded aud 
found he must die, he requested that Gen. 
Swell should succeed him in command. 
Lee complied with the request, und Gen. 
Swell became the successor of "Stouewab," 
and led the famous "Stonewall Brigade" at 
the battle of Gettysburg, in July, 1863. Gen. 
Ewell lost a leg in oue of the engagements 
of 1862, aud since that time has nad to be 
strapped to the saddle when mounted. 

OEN. CVSTIS LEE 

is a relative of Gen. Robert E. Lee. He has 
achieved a high reputation in the rebel ar- 
my, though his nauie has not been brought 
promineutly into public notice. 

OEN. KEItSHAW 

commanded a division under Early during 
the recent campaign in the Shenandoah 
Valley. Prior to the battle of Cedar Creek 
he was sent to Richmond, but was hastiiy 
recalled by Early when Sheridan swept 
down upon that unfortunate General. His 
return was, however, too late to retrieve 
the rebel disaster. When Gordon relieved 
Early and took his troops to the vicinity of 
Petersburg, Kershaw accompanied him.

Doubtless we shall 
need sav two hundred and fifty thousand 
men for "garrison* of forts and strategic po- 
sition*. It is not probable that we shall 
ever again l»e left to the contingency of a 
sudden uprising of anv section. Meantime, 
the immense reduction ti expenditures will 
eoon place our ti nances in a tirst-class con- 
dition. 

i he telegraph brings us the full text of 
the address issued at Richmond by quasi- 
repentant Virginians to their truant execu- 
tive and legi-lature. It is a fair indication 
that thev give up the whole issue, and are 
anxious' at once to resume position as a 
State subordinate to the nation.

We regret the disagreeable necessity of 
apologizing for anything that appears in 
the editorial columns of the Phess.

IS THIS THE RIGHT HAY! 

We notice in some of our Eastern ex- 
changes the statement that the President 
has made an extraordinary official blunder 
in naming to-day (the 14th; as the anni- 
versary of the surrender of Sumter to the 
rebels.

the gorge-wall seriously injured, the mag- 
azine surrounded by flames, and its door 
closed from the effects of the heat, four 
barrels and three cartridges of powder 
only being available, and no provisions 
but pork remaining," Ac, Ac 

On Saturday, the 13th, in the afternoon, 
M -s. nator Wigfall of Texas, who, in com- 
pany with hundreds of others, bad hied 
him to thafc> fated city to witness the inau- 
guration of the "feast of blood," having 
some sense of fair-play left in his soul, and 
seeing by the slackened fire of the fort that 
resistance was maintained from a mere 
sense of duty or of military pride on the 
part of its garrison, seized a skiff, and on 
his own responsibility rowed over to the 
fort. He waved a white handkerchief on 
the point of his sword, before one of the 
embrasures, and was admitted to a parley 
with Major Anderson. He represented him- 
self as a messenger from Beauregard, 
charged with the inquiry on what terms 
Major Anderson would evacuate the fort. 

The latter having two days before in- 
formed Beauregard that be should be com- 
pelled from lack of provisions to evacuate 
by the lf>th, replied that "Geu. B. already 
knows my terms." (They were that the 
garrison should retire with their arms, 
equipments and flag, saluting the latter as 
they left, and be allowed to repair unmo- 
lested on board a U. S. transport.) Mr. 
Wigfall left, and in his place shortly alter 
came Senator Chestnut and the redoubtable 
Roger A. Pryor. They were authentic 
messengers from the rebel commander, and 
af.era short consultation it was agreed that 
Major Anderson should quit the battered 
fortress the next morning on his own terms 
So the flag was taken from Sumte, and the 
fort evacuated April 14.

The Colored People and the Celebration. 

iFrom the Cincinnati Comm. trial.] 
We take pleasure in publishing the no- 
tice, which appears iu another column, 
signed by Colonel Harris, Mayor of the 
city, aud marshal of the day we propose to 
celebrate, calling upon the colored citizens, 
who desire to participate in the celebration, 
to assemble at a d signaled hour and place, 
and make ready to join in the procession. 
The colored people of Cincinnati are a very 
respectable class of our population. Con- 
sidering their chances, they have done 
right well. Their industry, intelligence 
aud good conduct, as a general rule, have 
won for them the regard of all who are not 
blinded and stultified by prejudices that 
have their origin, not in any natural ai.ti- 
pathy between the white and black races, 
but in an institution that is perishing as 
fast as time can move— the institution of 
slavery. And the colored people have ano- 
ther title to our consideration, that we 
should be the stupidest of all communities 
in Christendom to overlook; a large por- 
tion of the army of the United States is 
composed of colored men. In the battle be- 
fore Nashville the negro division, under 
the eye and command of Major General 
James B. Steedman, fought well. They 
stood firm under heavy lire, aud charged 
with alacrity and persistency; and colored 
troops, though not largely engaged in the 
fighting that won those cities, were theiir.-t 
to carry the national colors into Charleston 
and Richmond. The rebels themselves in 
their last agonies, called upon the African 
Hercules for help, and, during the last days 
of the. r occupation of Richmond, next to 
giving their attention to preparations to run 
away, they were devoting themselves to 
the negro recruiting service. 

The colored people have an especial in 
terest in the crushing down of the rebel- 
lion, which was inaugurated to render the 
servitude of their race perpetual, and has 
resulted in their freedom. They have been 
true to the National cause. Tney have 
been the best friends of our soldiers in cap- 
tivity, and have helped thousands of them 
to escape from rebel dungeons, and have 
risked their lives and suffered death to help 
the Yaukets. It would be unmanly, we 
could not afford, to forget or belittle these 
things now. Let the colored people take 
their place in the procession and be treated 
with the respect to which they are entitled 
by their good citizenship and faithfulness 
to the cause of the Union.

Spurgeou. 

One of the first things that travelers do 
when they arrive in England, is to go and 
hear Spurgeon. The general expectation is 
that they will witness a great deal of buf- 
foonery in the pulpit. But my experience 
in hearing him is, that whilst there is a 
great deal said that is not up to the stand- 
ard of a cultivated taste, there is a great 
deal that is calculated to impress the class 
of people who attend his tabernacle. The 
crowd is always great. The man is certain- 
ly in earnest, and even a cultivated taste 
may pardon much that is associated with 
entire earnestness. His idee of his minis- 
try is to get thoroughly into the minds of 
the lower classes, (which are here always 
illiterate classes), the principles of Christi- 
anity by familiar illustrations. Just now 
he is giving, in various places, a lecture en- 
titled "Caudles," which will illustrate the 
man and his source of influence. He has be- 
forehim agreat array of all kinds of lumina- 
ries, candles, wax, a. d tallow tapers, oil and 
parafine lamps, <fcc; and with these he il- 
lustrates many texts and parables of Scrip- 
ture. This he puts under a bushel, and that 
on a candlestick, and s? on. He has seven 
candles of various degrees, from the full to 
that which is almost flickering in the 
socket. The first represents childhood, 
with life before it; the last, old age near its 
end, and the res: the varioua degrees of the 
"seven ages." With a dark lantern he il- 
lustrates that there are men who seem to 
have no religion, but when the Lull's eye is 
turned on pour a flood of light. A lantern 
with a crack in it illustrates the luan in ad- 
versity, who lets more light come through 
by reason of the crack. A half-penny dip, 
lighted by the side of silver parafine lamp, 
uulighted, illustrates the bumble man, who, 
doing his best, gives more light than the 
rich man without grace. 

A wet wick sputtering shows the fault- 
finding Christian. The effort to light a 
candle which has the extinguisher on illus- 
trates the unilaujuiabi.it v of the passions 
on which prayer has placed restraint. Now- 
all this excites mingled attention and 
amusement. There is something ludicrous 
and childish in it. Nevertheless, many au 
unfurnished mind may find in these illus- 
trations food for reflection. You may, 
however, judge how deeply such a treat- 
ment excites the scorn and anathemas of 
the conventional religionists here, who-e 
idea of religion is limited to lawn sleeves, 
affected "iutonations,"agold-bound prayer- 
book, and a lawn-sleeved parson. Mr. 
Spurgeon has connected with his taberna- 
•M a fine school and gymnasium; he is 
wholly devoted to his work; and I am quite 
sure that he is doing a good work.— [Lon- 
don Cor. Cin. Gazette.

THE MOVEMENT FOR RECON'STRt'CTION. 

Baltimore, April 13. — The Richmond 
Whig of yesterday contains this important 
document: 

To the Pco}tlc of Virginia. — The under- 
signed, members of the Legislature of Vir- 
ginia, in connection with a number of the 
citi/.ens of the State, whose names are at- 
tached to this paper, in view of the evacua- 
tion of Richmond by the Confederate gov- 
ernment and its occupation by the military 
authorities of the United States, the surren- 
der of the Army of Northern Virginia, and 
the suspension of the jurisdiction of the 
civil power of the State, are of the opin- 
ion that an immediate meeting of the 
General Assembly of Virginia is called for 
by the emergencies of the situation. The 
consent of the military authorities of the 
United States to a session of the Legislature 
la Richmond, in connection with the Gov- 
ernor and Lieutenant Governor; to their 
free deliberation upon public affairs, and to 
the ingress and departure of all its nu m- 
bers under safe conduct, has been obtained 
The United States authorities will afford 
transportation from any point uuder 
their control to any of the persons 
before mentioned. The terms to be sub- 
mitted to the Legislature are the restora- 
tion of peace to Virginia and the adjust- 
ment of the questions involving life, liber- 
ty and property, that have arisen in the 
State as a consequence of war. We there- 
fore earnestly request the Governor, Lieut 
tiovernor and members of the Legislature 
to repair to this city by the 2.">th of April. 

We understand that full protection to 
persons and projierty will be afforded in the 
State, and we recommend to peaceful citi- 
zens to remain at their homes aud pursue 
their usual avocations with the confidence 
that they will not be interrupted. 

We earnestly solicit the attendance In 
Richmond on or before the 25th of April 
inst., of the following persons, citizens of 
Virginia, to confer with us as to the best 
means of restoring peace to the State. We 
have procured safe conduct from the mili- 
tary of the United States for them to enter 
the city and depart without molestation:

Several complex questions are to lie met at 
the threshold; but where there is a will 
there is a way, and whatever the difficulties 
presented the important business must be 
undertaken. 

The report concerning the health of Mrs. 
General Lee is, we learn, entirely without 
foundation.

Grant's Pursuit. 



CROSSING OF THE APPOMATTOX— CLOSING 
SI I NKS OF THE SURRENDER. 

Washington, April 13.— A correspon- 
dent from the Army of the Potomac says 
that very liftle fighting had taken place on 
the 7th at Farmville. There waa some 
skirmishing between the enemy's rear snd 
the 2d corps with the 2d division of cavalry. 
The result was unimportant, as Lee had in- 
tended to fall back to Burksville, but being 
cut off by our forces, getting to Burks- 
ville he changed his course and started to 
Lynchburg. ▲ part of his army passed 



through Farmville on the morning of tho 
7th. 

After crossing the Appomattox .the 
bridges were burned, and before our troops 
could get. over the euemy had taken a posi- 
tion a mile from the river, where they 
erected works and made a : stand in or. lei 
to allow their wagon trians to get out of the 
way. Ou this side of the river, just ouUide 
the, town, a division of cavalry had taken 
up-poaitiou, determined to annoy our frout 
while reconstrudirfg the bridge. Our men 
advanced and were compelled to fall back 
on their supports. Toe rebels soon after 
retired, being indisposed to await another 
charge. The loss on both sides was very 
light. 

The 2.1 corps soon aftei crossed the river, 
and pushing on after tl e enemy, drove 
them behind their newly built breastworks. 
Gen. Smith was mortally wounded in lead- 
ing the charge— this was a sad loss to the 
command, every man feels the loss as a 
personal one. A more gallant soldier never 
served his country, and be not only ranked 
high for bravery on the field, but as a gen- 
tleman and a friend he was beloved by all 
who knew him. 

The loss in the 2d corps will be about 150, 
mostly of Smith's division. 

In the morning before the enemy crossed 
the river, 12 guns were taken from them, 
and afterwards ti more and 2,000 prisoners. 
Tho number of prisoners taken on the 6th 
is put down at 7,700, almost entirely Ker- 
shaw's and Custis Lee's divisions. 

The correspondent, after giving further 
details of events, but which have mainly 
been published through official papers, 
says the field where the surrender took 
place was almost covered with the enemy's 
dead, nearly all of them being shot in the 
head and upper part ofc the body. 

The position was very fa vorablaJbr them, 
but our artillery was ii«good range on an 
adjoining hill, and our men charged up the 
ascent with such impetuosity, that some 
were bayoneted before they left their light 
breastworks. The road for miles was 
strewn With broken wagons, caissons, aud 
baggage of every description, presenting a 
scene seldom witnessed. 

On the part of Lee's army the loss on the 
(ith will sum up about 1,000 killed and 
wounded. The 6th corps suffered the 
heaviest. 

Another letter dated on the evening of 
the sth says: Stragglers are found scattered 

along the line, ana as the troops pass they 
come in and surrender, expressing their de- 
termination to fight no longer, as they con- 
sider the rebellion as good as over. 

Four guns were brought in this morning, 
besides a long train of ambulauces, many 
of them containing wounded, who were 
placed in hospitals and cared for. 

Gen. Gordon sent four surgeons through 
the lines this afternoon, asking that they be 
allowed to minister to the wants of those 
left behind on the road. Bnt as all have 
such help, they will return to the army iu 
the morning. 

Gen. Hays was lelieved from-command 
of the 2d Division, 2d Corps, yesterday, for 
tardiness in moving the command iu obe- 
dience to orders. 

Another letter dated the 0th says: Not- 
withstanding the correspondence which 
yesterday led all to expect a formal surren- 
der of Lee this morning, the latter exerted 
his energy to escape from tho trap. He 
marcKied rapidly all yesterday afternoou 
and evening, till he ran against Sheridan 
at Appomattox Court House. A sharp light 
ensued, resulting in the capture of a num- 
ber of prisoners and checking their retreat. 
The 2Hh and ")th Corps were close up iu 
support of the cavalry, aud during the night 
took up a strong positiou across the main 
road on the south side of the Appomattox, 
and on the noith side also, cutting them off 
from retreat in that way. 

Early thi9 morning Sheridan attacked 
vigorously, and for sometime a brisk fight 
ensued. About 9 A. M. a flag of truce ap- 
peared in front of his lino and was informed 
that hostilities had been suspended. This 
was caused by an agreement made by Ord 
consenting to a cessation of firing so as to 
communicate with (Jrant, and was done, it 
is said, without proper authority. Geueral 
Sheridan's Adjutant General was allowed 
to come through the rebel column to com- 
municate with Meade, who stated that he 
knew of no such arrangement, and that he 
was about to move forward in accordance 
with his previous intentions. 

Lee however sent another massage, de- 
siring to have an interview with Grant, to 
arrange the terms of surrender, and Gen 
Meade was thus obliged to grant a two 
hours' truce, in order to communicate with 
Gen. Grant, who had moved arouud to the 
left during the night. Gen. Orant consent- 
ing to see Gen. Lee, and discuss the matter 
about half-past 4 o'clock. 

Lieut. Col. Whittier, of Wright's staff, 
reported the terms arranged and the papers 
signed, when the greatest excitement pre- 
vailed throughout our lines — cheer ou cheer 
rending the air. 

Soon after Gen. Meade's staff, with other 
officers, rode along thi^li'-es of the 2d and 
6th corps, and they were greeted with most 
enthusiastic shouts; men throwing their 
hats in the air and dancing with joy and 
delight. No such scene has ever been wit- 
nessed iu this army, and the thanks of the 
whole country are due to the brave boys 
and their heroic commanders for such a 
great and glorious result. 

It is understood that the men of Lee's 
armj' are to be paroled and allowed to re- 
turn home. They give up everything in 
their hands, but last night they destroyed 
large amouuts of property in the shape of 
wagons, carriages, baggage, papers, Ac. 

The number of Lee's force is put down at 
about 20,000. Very few guns were in their 
hands, as they abandoned nearly all they 
did not lose iu action. Thirty-eight guns 
were brought in yesterday and several this 
morning. 

The rank and file of Lee's army are said 
to be well satisfied to give up the struggle, 
believing they have no hope of success, but 
say that if Gen. Lee had refused to surren- 
der they would have stuck to him to the 
last. The officers are somewhat surly and 
discontented, but this feeling will soon 
wear off when they find how liberal and 
kiud'y *ir people are disposed to treat 
them. 

Another letter from the army, dated 
April 12, says the final arrangements for 
the surrender of Lee were completed yes- 
terday, and to-day they are at liberty to go 
to their homes or elsewhere as they choose. 
The terms granted were certainly very lib- 
eral. A large number of officers, together 
with thousands of men of this army, ex- 
press their dissatisfaction not onlv at the 
unprecedented liberality granted the 
rebel army, but in the manner which 
they were paroled and allowed to go 
their way without our men being 
permitted to enjoy the results of their long 
struggle in the passiug through our lines 
of Gen. Lee and his army; but it is claimed 
that this would have been humiliating to 
Gen. Lee and his offieeis, and it is not the 
wish or the desire of our government or 
commanders to act towards them iu any 
way that would tend to irritate them and 
make their position more intolerable thau 
it would be. The policy pursued, mav have 
been for the best, aud our soldiers will sub- 
mit, as they always do to what is judged 
most wise. 

During Sunday and Monday large num- 
bers of rebels, as well as some of their offi- 
cers, made their escape from our lines and 
scattered to the woods; many, no doubt, in- 
tending to go home. Our camps last night 
were filled with them beggiug something 
to eat, which was given freely. Thei 
when asked if they had been paroled, in- 
variably replied "no, but we are allowed to 
go where we please." 

The number of men that Lee claimed to 
be able to give up was 10,000 with muskets, 
wiih as many more men from the com mis 
sary, quartermaster, hospitals, aud other 
departments; but officers who have been 
permitted to pass through their camps as- 
sert that not more than 8,000 will be found 
to have surrendered. 

The cavalry operating with Lee was also 
turned over, but only a small force with 
broken down horses could be found. It is 
reported that the best had been picked out 
and sent to Johnston. The whole number 
of guns given up was 30, with from 300 to 
400 wagons. Very little ammunition and 
no supplies were found. 

As evidence of the state of their commis- 
eary when they reached Farmville, resi 
dents sav they had been issuing 
corn to the men for some days, but that a 
t rain from Lynchburg met them there with 
flour and poork. But of some 2,000 horses 
turned over to the United States, not more 
than 200 were to be found, and a single ra- 
tion of forage for each. 

Commissioner Ould was captured on his 
way from Richmond toward Danville, and 
brought into camp on Sunday.

On Sunday they had a large Southern ■ 
Express wagon full of cigars, liquors and 
other things, and by some misunderstand- 
ing were allowed to go into Lee's lines. 
They returned last evening and were to 
have gone to Richmond on some business 
connected wiih the exchange question. 

Orders were issued la»t evening for 
a movement of the troops now here. 
The second and sixth corps are to 
start this morning for Burkesville 
Junction; the cavalry and the 24th corps 
are to go towards Danville, while the 5th 
corps will remain to take possession and 
bring away the property and effects of Lee's 
army. The trains are running to Burks- 
ville. 

Geu. Smythe died on the 9th from effects 
of a wound received on the 6th. Maj. Gen. 
Mott, who was badly wounded, left for 
home this morning on leave of absence.

IB, April 13. — The Richmond 
Whig of yesterday contains « call, aigned 
by members of the Legislature of Virginia 
and a number of citizens, for an immediate 
meeting of the General Assembly of the 
Stale, la consider the restoration of peace to 
Virginia and other questions, involving 
life, liberty, and proj>erty. 

The U.S. military authorities have con- 
sented to give safe conduct to the Governor 
and Lieutenant Govern >r and members for 
ingress and departure, iu order that they 
may have free deliberation on public affairs. 
The call is made for on or before the 25th of 
April. 

The Herald's Richmond correspondent 
says: The people of Virginia, and the city 
of* Richmond in particular, appear to be at 
last fullv satisfied with their experiment of 
the Southern < oiifederacy, and are making 
preparation for a return of the State to Ita 
former loyal position iu the Union. 

Iufluential citizens there are still engaged 
in endeavoring to secure the best terms 
thev can. The feeling of the majority of 
Richmondites against Jeff. Davis and other 
leaders of the rebel government is repre- 
sented as having become very bitter. 

At least 5,000 of the white people of Rich- 
mond are now entirely dependent on the 
liovertiuieiil and Northern charities for 
their daily supply of food, and but for these 
they would starve. 

Government officers are now issuing 
120,000 ration* a day to these destitute 
dupes of secession. The work of denning 
up the city and taking i>osaession of the 
mills and manufactories of rebel Govern- 
ment and abandoned property of all kinds, 
and putting them in order, is being vigor- 
ously prosecuted under direction of Gen 
Sheplev, and lor the necessary labor which 
there is, a large number of negroes are em- 
] loved. The amount of pro{*erty thus se- 
cured to the Government is enormous. 
Much secreted property has been discov- 
ered near Richmond; and has lieen ex- 
humed and sent to Washington. 

It is rumored in Richmond that General 
Lee arrived there Monday night, and pro- 
ceeded quietly to his residence. 

The Tribune's City Point special says : 
A special train was to go to Burksville last 
night, to brintc in Gens. Grant and Lee and 
stall, the la t< r of whom returns to Rich- 
mond to-day, in accordance with his pa- 
role. 

Gen. Grant's army is reported to have 
turned ita fa ■ •- eastward for the purpose of 
receiving supplies and recruiting.
